In moderate weather it was 
very seaworthy, and at different times 
thousands of men, both red and 
white, crossed the broad expanse of 
|the Great Lakes in these frail crafts. 
At the same time it was of exceeding- 
ly light draft, permitting the naviga- 
tion of streams whose upper reaches 
dwindled to mere creeks. By meana 
uf canoes the Indians brought to mar-

WESLEY’S START. 


How the Great Methodist Commenced 
His Field Work. 


Here is John Wesley’s account of 
how he began field preaching and 
overcame his repugnance to it: 

“I reached Bristol, and met 
Whitefield there (March 31, 1739). 
could scarce reconcile myself at first 
to this strange way of preaching in 
the tields, of which he set me an ex- 
ample on Sunday; having been all my 
life—till very lutely—so tenacious of 
every point relating to decency and 
order, that I should have thought the 
saving of souls almost a sin if it had 
not been done in a church. 

“April 1. — In the evening — Mr. 
Whitefield being gone—I begun ex- 

unding our Lord’s Sermon on the 

ount--one pretty remarkable prece- 
dent of field-preaching, though I sup- 
pose there were churches at that time 
also—to a little snciety which was ac- 
customed to meet once or twice a 
week in Nicholas street. 

“Monday, 2nd.—At four in the after- 
noon I submitted to be more vile, and 
proclaimed in the highways the glad 
tidings of salvation, speaking from a 
little eminence in a ground adjoining 
to the city, to about 3,000 people. The 
Scripture on which | spoke was this— 
is it possible anyone should be igno- 
rant, that it is tuitilled in every true 
minister of Christ?—‘The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because He hath 
anointed me to preach the Gospel to 
the poor; He hath sent me to heal 
the broken-hearted; to preach deliver- 
ance to the captives, and recovery of 


sight to the blind; to set at liberty | 
them that are bruised, to proclaim the | 


acceptable year of the Lord.’ 

Sunday, &th.—-At seven in the morn- 
ing I preached to about a thousand 
persons at Bristol, and afterwards to 
about fifteen hundred on the top of 
Hannammount in Kingswood. 1 call- 
ed to them, in the words of the evan- 
gelical prophet. ‘Ho! every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters; 
come, and buy wine and milk without 
money and without price.’ About 
6,000 were in the afternoon at Rose 
Green—on the other side of Kings- 
wood—among whom | stood and cried, 
in the name of the Lord, ‘If any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink. He that believeth on Me, as 
the Scriptures hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living water.’ 
_ “Tuesday, 17th.—At five in the af- 
ternoon I was at a little society in 
the Back Lane. The room in which 
we were was propped beneath, but 
the weight of people made the floor 
give way; so that in the ies Fpl | of 
the expounding, the post which prop- 

d it fell down with a great noise. 

ut the floor sank no further; so that, 
after a little surprise at first, they 
quietly attended to the things that 
were spoken. 


“Monday, May 7th.—I was prepar- 
ing to set out for Pensford, having 
now had leave to preach in the 


church, when I received the follow- 
ing note: 

“ ‘Sir,—Our minister, having been 
informed you are beside yourself, does 
not care you should preach in any 
of his churches.’ 1 went, however, and 
on Priestdown, about half a mile 
from Pensford, preached Christ our 
‘wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption.” 

“Tuesday, 8th.—I went to Bath, but 
was not suffered to be in the meadow 
where I was before, which occasioned 
the offer of 1 much more convenient 
place, where I preached Christ to 
about a thousand souls.” 


Time-Keeping Records. 

With all the wonderful achieve- 
ments of centuries of clock and watch 
making, there is not a timepiece in 
the world which will keep correct 
time. ‘Big Ben” of Westminster, Lon- 
don, certainly has a very respectable 
record. He has never been more than 
three seconds from the true time. But 
this discrepancy appears flagrant 
against the records of the three most 
perfect observatory clocks in the 
world. Those at Greenwich, at the 
Onited States Naval Observatory at 
Washington, and at the Berlin Ob 
servatory were compared by a Ger- 
man scientist, who had to give the 
verdict against his own nation. The 
Berlin timepiece showed a mean de- 
viation of a second, while its two ri- 
vals tied with a deviation each of 
0,015 of a second,

“Canada’s Growth.” 


By C. A. ‘Magrath. 


LAST CHANGE RANCH 


PL McHUGH, Proprietor, C. A. Magrath, member for this constituency in the Dominion 
House, has written a book entitled ‘‘Canada’s Growth,’ which is attract- 
ing a great deal of favorable press comment. Among the many the 
Toronto Daily Mail has this to say:—‘ Numerous and pressing problems 
are arising out of the development of the great west. One of the most 
urgent is that appertaining to the selection of population. Another, 
equally important is that of assimilating the newcomers and making 
them good British-Canadian citizens. A third is the educational issue, 
which is really a branch of the second. The last is the question of the 
conservation of the national resvurces, and the prevention of waste. 
With all these subjects Charles A, Magrath, the member for Medicine 
Hat denls forcefully’ in a book he has written entitled ‘Canada’s 
Growth.’’ 

On the first, Mr Magrath is inclined to the view that we are not 
sufficiently careful in the selection of settlers. The consequence is that 
we are getting more immigrants of the [beric and Slavic races than we 
can assimilate at the moment. What is needed is a less energetic cam- 
paign for this class of colonist, and a more rigorous propogands among 
the Teutonic and Celtic peoples. There is wisdom in this suggestion. 
We have but to look next door in order to discover with what rapidity 
the racial characteristics of the country may be affected by immigration. 

It is possible to give the west the tone of southern Europe. It is 
also possible to confer upon it, through its population, tlic sturdiness 
and the rigor of the north. Not less important than the question of im- 
migration is that of assimilation. The incoming races should certainly 
be Canadianized. Were the west to become the home of a multiplicity 
of distinct and separate nationalities, with separate institutions, separate 
aspirations and separate languages, the hopes of those who wish to see a 
united Canada will be disappointed. Here the questions of education 
and of naturalization come in. - In the former branch of effort Mr 
Magrath thinks we are doing well; but not well enough, for the public 
schools are starved. In-the matter of naturalization we are tou ready to 
admit aliens to the rights and privileges of citizenship. Our naturaliza- 
tion law ought to be somewhat on the lines of the United States, which 
require the new citizen to prove his worth, and to have an interest in the 
country, and a knowledge of its institutions, The final question calling 
for consideration is that of the protection of our natural wealth. 
can be no doubt that we are giving tuo many franchises to private indi- 
viduals and to companics, and are thus loading future genera with 
heary buniens. 

The chief point to be kept in view in the sdeeiosiasetnt of the West fix 
the ‘advancement of the work along the lines that make for the welfare 
of the individiial, and for the permanence. of the state. There must, 
therefore, be Gare in the selection of newcomers, vigor in the educational 
policy, extreme caution in the giving of rights of citizenship, and a Tese 
generous system of franchise distribution, What we look for in the west 
is u united people essentially Canadian, and rationally British. 
ruling men can give the country a race such as this if they will but heed 
the fuur points we have mentioned.

FEW POOR THOUSANDS ARE ALL | Some time ago a famous Italian 


THAT ARE LEFT. 


The Wilds of the Northwest and Brit- 


ish Columbia Make Up a Large} 
‘ed with. 


Part of the Aboriginal Population 
—Reserves Are Usually Much Lar. 
ger Than Their Inhabitants Would 
Justify—Victims of Tuberculosis. 


Three centuries ago the Indian 
population of Canada, though never 
dense, was considerable enough to 
present a very real hindrance in the 
settlement of the country by Euro- 
peans, writes Emily P. Weaver in 
London Graphic. What the troops of 
savages lacked in numbers they made 
up in extraordinary mobility, and in 
ferocity weakened by no sentiment of 
pity even for the most helpless of non- 
combatants. Thus to the pioneers it 
seemed that their name was “Legion.” 
Yet neither their fighting qualities 
nor their almost unexampled powers 
of endurance could save them from 
the fate that awaits those unable to 
readjust themselves to new conditions, 
The white man’s firearms and ‘‘fire- 
water” hastened the destructisn be- 
gun by their own fearful feuds, and 
to-day there are in the Dominion only 
111,043 Indians. 

Nevertheless, taking the Canadian 
Indians as a whole, their numbers 
are not now decreasing. The latest 
census shows some excess of births 
over deaths, and a somewhat larger 
eneral increase accounted for in part 

y immigration, and additions to the 
tribes by marriages. On the other 
hand, besides the Indians so-called, 
there are in Canada muny half-breeds. 
There are also others, of mixed blood, 
who have been absorbed in the white 
population. 

he few poor thousands of Indiana, 
representing the savage hordes of old 
time are divided into a multiplicity 
of tribes speaking different languages, 
such as the Micmacs of the east, the 
Bix Nation Indians of Ontario (des- 
cended from the redoubtable Iroquois, 
who proved such a scourge to the 
early French settlers) and the Crees 
and Blackfoot Indians of the western 
plains. 

As might be expected, the vast wild 
province of British Columbia contains 
more than a fifth of the total Indian 
population of the Dominion, but (what 
at first sight is more surprising) the 
old long-settled province of Ontario 
contains nearly as many. The ex- 
planation is that immediately after 
the American Revolution large ‘‘re- 
serves” were set apart in the nwly 
organized province (then called Upper 
Canada) for the Indians who had 
proved loyal. They were not permit: 
ted to alienate these lands, or there 
is little doubt that they would have 
been despoiled of them long ago, for 
they have never been a provident 


Pegple. 

The reserves are often of great ex- 
tent. The Six Nation Reserve on the 
Grand River, near Brantford (with a 
population of ‘275 persons), consists 
of about 444, acres, whilst some cf 
the reserves in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, set apart for comparatively 
emall bands, comprise from fifty to a 
hundred square miles. The Govern- 
ment has generally respected the 
claim of the Indians to the soil, and 
it has been customary, as a prelimin- 
ary to opening a district to settlement, 
for the authorities to make treaties 
with the Indians, to set apart reserves 
for them, and to give them compensa- 
tion in the shape of annuities, rations, 
grants for education, etc. Quite re- 
cently many bands in the west have 
thus entered “into treaty,’ and now 
scarcely one-fifth of the total Indian 
population (and these chiefly in the 
extreme north) retain their old status, 

Whether under treaty or not, the 
Indians to some extent receive from 
Government a kind of paternal care 
as ‘the wards of the nation,” and are 
subject to various special laws, such 
as that, for instance, which absolute. 
yy prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquor to an Indian. Doubtless some 
of the race find these benevolently in- 
tended restrictions galling. A few cf 
the more able and industrious, by ful- 
filling certain conditions, gain their 
enfranchisement as ordinary citizens, 
but the agents who have the over- 
sight of the reserves describe the In. 
dians as generally lacking in am- 
bition. 

As of old, the intermittent activities 
of hunting and fishing are more at 
tractive to them than steady labor, 
though in the more settled districts 
they are obliged to turn to other oc- 
cupations (such as farming, lumber. 
ing, making tubs and baskets, and 
fancy artfles for sale to tourists), and 
the agents report a gradual improve- 
ment in their methods of work and 
mode of life. In the west, the red 
men stil] depend for their livelihood 
mainly upop hunting, fishing and 
trapping, but instead of wearing the 
fura of the animals they kill, and shel- 
tering themselves in tents of buffalo 
skins, they dress in manufactured 
goods far less warm and durable, and 
make their tents of cotton, too thin to 
keep out either cold or damp. 

Tuberculosig is very prevalent 
amongst them, and in some tribes the 
death-rate from this cause is extraor- 
dinarily high, but where they live un. 
der fairly favorable conditions they 
show no signs of dying out. 

The more civilized Indians have 
lost the picturesque (and terrible) 
characteristics of their ancestors, who 
turned the early history of Canada 
into pages of wild romance and blood.

A MONSTER FLAG, 
It Floats Above London When Parlia: 
ment Is Sitting. 


Probably few who see the union | 


ack flying over the Victoria tower at 

estminster when Parliament is sit: 
ting realize that the flag which flut 
ters so high above the inhabitants of 


London is one of the most remarkabls | 


pieces of bunting in the world, 


Small as it seems to the upturned | 


gaze more than 450 feet beneath it, 
this floating emblem is so enormous 
that its outspread bunting would 
completely hide from view a couple 
of suburban villas. It is sixty feet 
long and forty-five feet wide—so ca- 
pacious, in fact, that 3,000 people 
could find standing room on it. The 
mast from whose dizzy summit it flut- 
ters is as tall'as the Duke of York’s 
column, rises from a base little less 
exalted than the cross of St. Paul’s 
cathedral and weighs sixteen tons. 

To reach the foot of this towering 
mast one must climb 350 feet up the 
dark interior of the Victoria tower. 
On entering the tower through the 
low iron door at its foot and gazing 
upward one sees far above a blue 
light, apparently no larger than a 
man’s hand, which marks the sum- 
mit of the tower, and to this opening 
the only access is by means of a fra- 
gile, spiral staircase which winds 
around the dark walls, clinging to 
them as if for support. 

As we climb round and round this 
frail ‘‘Jacob’s ladder’ we pass story 
after story, each in itself a commo- 
dious house of sixteen rooms, until, 
panting and perspiring, we pass the 
eleventh of these stories and emerge 
gratefully into the open air. 

Arrived at the summit, more mar- 
vels await us. We find that the para- 
pet, which from the bridge far be- 
low looks but a say, speck of stone, 
is actually thrice the height of the 
average man. The crowns which 
adorn the four turrets are five feet 
across and weigh a ton apiece. The 
lions which guard the corners are 
leviathans, towering twenty feet high, 
and the roof of the tower, we gasp 
to learn, would turn the scale at 400 
tons. 

But perhaps the greatest wonder of 
all as we stand on this dizzy emin- 
ence is the far stretching view of the 
world’s capital, dwarfed to the dimen- 
sions of a toy metropolis, along whose 
narrow ribbons of streets men crawl 
as ants and the largest vehicles are 
slow moving points of black.—London 
Tit-Bits.

CANADA 13 GETTING THEM, 


U. S. Is Waking Up to the Exodus to 
the Dominion. 


Recently a report was submitted 
to the Congress of the United States 


by Senator Dilingham, chairman of | 


the Joint Immigration Commission, 


| in regard to the immigration situation 


in Canada, % 

Probably the most important state- 
Inent iad in the report is that Can- 
ada wants immigrants whose purpose 
is to enter agricultural pursuits either 
as owners, tenants or laborers, and 
desires to exclude those immigrants 
whose presence would tend to the 
congestion of towns and cities, 

Another striking feature of the re- 

ort is the comparison of immigration 
nto Canada during the past decade 
with that into the United States. 

This shows that while 70 per cent. 
of Canada's immigrants ao eR that 
period came from northern an 
ern Europe, and only 30 per cent. from 
southern and eastern Europe, the re- 
verse was true in regard to the im- 
migrants entering the United States. 


The report says that no effort is made | 


to secure immigrants from southern 
and western Europe, and unless it is 
the purpose of such immigranta to 
enter agriculturists pursuits their ad- 
mission to Canada is doubtful.
